Hospitals’ Convention 
Names Group to Deal With

Following upon the suggestion 
Of Dr H H. Mufthy, radiologist 
at the Jubilee Hospital, during a 
luncheon address on Wednesday, 
the British Columbia Hospitals' 
Association yesterday approved 
the appointment of a committee 
of three to deal with the,Work¬ 
men's Compensation Board in 
connection with compensation 
case disputes. , 

This committee will fie author¬ 
ized to deal with the board in 
arbitration of such cases and Ita 
purpose will be fo promote a 
greater understanding between 
the hospital and the board. 

Appointment of another com¬ 
mittee to study and compile in¬ 
formation on hospital contracts, 
such Information to be made 
available for member hospitals, 
was also approved. 

Compensation from the govern- 
ment for hospitals whose operat¬ 
ing costs will be increased by the 
new system of accounting Intro¬ 
duced under the Hospitals Act 
regulations, was sought in an¬ 
other resolution. 

The convention felt this new 
system tended towards reduction 


high, nine times greater from Lll- 
looet to Vancouver than from Cal¬ 
gary to Victoria on the C.N.R.
